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CCC Defense "Campus' 
Opens New Opportunity 


ALL YOUTHS MAY 
JOIN CLASSES FOR 
STUDY TN DEFENSE 


With the conclusion of fhe day’s 
work and dinner over, Cucamonga 
CCC boys turn to their studies. 
The camp becomes a veritable 
“campus” with classes assembled 
from one end to the other. 

An after-dinner tour of camp 
educational facilities with camip 
“Prexy” R. R. Richmond dis- 
closes a wide scope of instruction 
ranging from the “Three R’s” to 
intensive, practical training in 
national defense fields. Natural- 
ly, these latter courses are most 
popular. The boys tackle them 
with eager energy, for successful 
completion of, any one -of them 
means that a place is waiting for 
those ‘boys in fields of specialized, 
well-paid work. ‘ 

Defense courses at the camp no 
longer are restricted to ccc 
boys, it was said by Mr. -Rich- 
mond. Any boys in this district 
who are out of high school and 
who are out of work now may 
enter defense training classes at 
the Cucamonga camp. High school 
boys under 20 who can qualify 
could do well by taking the courses 
offered, Mr. Richmond said. Class- 
es which are open for local boys 
are those in ordinance inspection, 
truck and tractor driving and 





@ field in which there is the great- 
est demand for trained workers. 


Successful completion of this 


course insures immediate employ- 


ment in industry and government 
service. 

Delmer W. Kiler, Ontario Gen- 
eral Electric employe, is instruct- 
or of the ordinance class, and 
brings to this work @ highly skill- 
ed knowledge of work with pre- 
cision tools and instruments. The 
class now is in the formative 
stage, and will be of three months 
duration with required attend- 
ance three hours an evening five 
days a week and five hours on 
Saturdays. From 15 to 20 boys 
“will be admitted to the ordinance 
class. The small group will give 
“more. chance for individual at- 
tention and intensive preparation. 
Cucamonga CCC boys will be giv- 
.en preference, after which quali- 
fied local boys will have an Op- 
portunity to enroll. 

Moving from the ordinance class 
in the educational building at the 
-entrance to the camp, one goes to 
the very rear, where automotive 
and metal classes are housed in 
the camp shops. Here are fully 
equipped departments where the 
boys learn how to make the 
wheels go round smoothly. 

In the metal shep is a glowing 
forge which fires intensely as a 
student turns the blower. With 
tongs, red-hot pieces of metal are 
removed from the ruddy coals, and 
sparks fly as they are shaped on 
the anvil. Finally there is the 


- cutting hiss of steam as the tem- 


pered pieces are plunged in their 
cold water bath. The anvil's. ring 
with the impact of hammers on 
malleable metal is reminiscent of 
horses and blacksmith shops. But 
the strong odor of seared hoofs is 
gone, having given way to iron 
steeds. 

One of the most interesting 
sights on this unique “campus” 
is the activity on a field area be- 
hind the shops, where a~snorting 
little caterpillar tractor is throt- 
tled back and forth and around 
and made to about face in its own 
length by student “pulldozers’’. 
Even “Prexy” Richmond coi-fess- 
es to fascination at the antics of 
this teetering steed as the hurry- 
ing treads of its traveling feet 
scurry across the upper run while 
they lie stationary on the ground 
track.

The Associated Telephone com- 
pany has donated seven old-time 
attery phones and 7,000 feet of 
wire for picnic utilization. Each 
state picnic table will be connect- 
ed by an operator and a body of 
messengers. Picnickers will have 
an opportunity to satisfy any 
sublimated desires to call long 
distance, and to do so free of 
charge. 

The phones being of the obso- 
lete, one-line type, will afford the 
Saturday throng with additional 
pleasure. Old-timers will remin- 
iscence back when they could only 
phone after the neighbor “was 
through. 

At the picnic, one party at a 
time will be able to call on the 
single wire system. 


Thirty-two operators from the 
West End Guard will alternate at 
the switchboard, in order to al- 
low themselves an opportunity to 
participate also in the Euclid ave- 
nue events. 

In addition to public use, picnic 
officials will be able to contact 
each other to discuss the food sit- 
uation at the different tables. In 
case of emergency, a physician, 
electrician, or plumber may be 
called to the aid of any state sec- 
tion,

cross the two-mile long Buclid 
parkway at 4 to 6 p.m., today.
